Students take safe walks to school

NORTH BROOKFIELD — 
Winter walks have been taken 
recently by North Brookfield 
Elementary School students, 
and their principal, Sarah 
Priestly, as a way to get exercise 
and to learn about traveling 
safely through town on foot.

Budget SubCommittee 
will continue to eye cuts

WARREN ~ The Quaboag 
Regional School Committee 
held its budget hearing Mon- 
day night and unanimously 
approved its fiscal 2022 bud- 
get, with an overall budget in- 
crease of 1.11%, according to 
the budget presentation made 
during the committee's March 
8 meeting. 

The total proposed budget 
is $18,852,789 compared to this, 
year’s $18,644,959, a difference 
of $207,830. 

The state provides the 
school district with state aid. 
In fiscal 2022, Quaboag will re- 
ceive $9,192,100, an increase of 
$33,540 over this year. 

The district also assesses

Does paying FICA 
tax now increase 
my benefit?

ear Rusty: If a SOCIAL 
person retires at_ SECURITY 
age 66 and con- MATTERS 


tinues to work full time, 

Social Security taxes are still taken out of 
his weekly paycheck. Will this taxation 
for Social Security contribute more to the 
person’s Social Security benefit, even if 
already retired? Signed: Curious Retiree 

Dear Curious Retiree: Since its incep- 
tion in 1935, Social Security has been a 
“pay as you go” program, where contri 
butions from those who are working are 
used to pay benefits to those who are 
collecting Social Security benefits. That 
remains true even if, after you start col- 
lecting Social Security, you work and pay 
payroll taxes into the system. 

Those Social Security payroll taxes 
you are contributing now aren't deposited 
into a personal account for you, they're 
used to help pay benefits to all recipients. 
So, paying Social Security FICA pay- 
roll taxes after you start collecting bene- 
fits doesn’t affect your benefit payment. 
However, what might affect your benefit 
amount is if your current earnings from 
working are more than any of those in the 
35 years used to originally compute your 
Social Security benefit when you filed. 

When you apply for Social Security 
benefits, Social Security adjusts every year 
in your lifetime earnings record for infla~ 
tion to bring those earlier earnings up to 
today’s dollar values. They then select the 
35 highest-earning years over your entire 
lifetime, and from those 35 highest-earn- 
ing years they develop your “Average In- 
dexed Monthly Earnings” or AIME. Your 
AIME, in turn, is used to compute your 
Social Security benefit at your full retire- 
ment age, or FRA. 

Social Security examines your earn- 
ings every year after your earnings for 
the previous year are reported to Social 
Security by the IRS. After your benefits 
have started, and if your current earnings 
are higher, Social Security will replace an 
earlier year’s earnings with your more re- 
cent earnings and recompute your benefit, 
resulting in a small benefit increase. I use 
the term “small” because it would repre- 
sent only 1/35th of the average lifetime 
earnings used to compute your benefit, 

Akey thing to remember is that each of 
your past year’s earnings, up until you are 
60, are adjusted for inflation before com- 
puting your benefit amount. So, for exam- 
ple, $25,000 earned in 1990 is worth more 
than $60,000 in today’s dollars, and it is 
the inflation-adjusted amount that your 
current earnings would need to exceed in- 
crease in your benefit. I recently published 
an article on this topic which you may 
find helpful:www.socialsecurityreport. 
org/ask-rusty-does-paying-social-securi- 
ty-payroll-tax-increase-my-benefit/.

All are 
from a seed company by the name of Urban 
Gardener in Indiana. Should I bother with 
these?” 

Wow! You posed a wonderful ques- 
tion, Bill, and Iam sure that the title of 
Mr, Green-jeans must have been earned 
somewhere down the line to warrant such a 
unique gift. I assumed that with names as 
poetic as these, you had been given a col- 
lection of heirloom tomato seeds. I was fas- 
cinated to learn, however, that while all of 
these varieties are open pollinated, not all 
are heirloom, What is the difference? 

‘When I consider what the definition of 
an heirloom is, images of grandma’s china 
or brooch come to mind, or in my personal 
case, babci’s water pitcher, To accurately put 
it into words, an heirloom is something that 
has been carefully passed down through the 
generations of a family. The same holds for 
heirloom plants, They aren't here by chance, 
typically. Someone took the time to care for 
them and save the seeds of their best fruits 
or flowers so that they could be preserved 
and shared with others. To be able to save 
your own seed true to type, the plants need 
to be open pollinated, which heirlooms are. 
Here, pollination occurs naturally by bees, 
insects, animals, careful humans or the wind 
and the rain, Hybrids are a whole different 
story, whereby two plants were cross pol- 
linated hoping to pass on specific genetic 
traits, The result, the third plant, is not sta- 
ble. If its seeds are saved it is likely you will 
end up with a fruit or flower that resembles 
one of the parent plants. 

Saving the seeds of open pollinated to- 
matoes is the perfect first attempt for novice 
seed savers. They are self-pollinating and will 
produce offspring true to the parent plant 
without having to isolate them from other 


the uniquely lobed Large Red. I 
remember my co-worker ana- 
lyzing which Large Red tomato matched 
the descriptions from the mid-19th century 
and choosing to save the seeds of the most 
authentic looking fruit, thereby passing on 
accurate genetic traits to future crops. Neat 
stuff! 

Tt was fun to read that the scarlet color 
of most modern day tomatoes was actual- 
ly a gene mutation that breeders discovered 
and bred into fruits so that they would ripen 
evenly. Many champions of the heirloom 
tomato movement argue that this was at the 
expense of flavor. So Bill, you have a unique 
opportunity to experience Vintage Wine, 
a whopper of a tomato, with some of the 
pink, striped golden fruits weighing over a 
pound, 

‘Also the oh so sweet Russian heirloom 
Black from Tula, another large fruit that 
is deep purple with green shoulders some- 
times described as “the ugliest, most deli- 
cious tomato ever grown.” The more recent 
chance discovery, Red Zebra, is a beautiful 
cherry-red with yellow-orange stripes and 
‘a sweet, yet tart tomato flavor. How about 
Chocolate Stripe, a three to four-inch, ex- 
ceptionally yummy mahogany colored to- 
mato with olive striping that produces over 
a long period, taking third place winner for 
taste at the annual TomatoFest. 

So yes, bother with these, enjoy complex- 
ities of flavor not found in the average red 
tomato and save the seed for those you like, 
Td love to hear all about it!

NORTH BROOKFIELD - The 
North Brookfield Board of Selectmen, 
along with representatives from the 
Central Massachusetts Regional Plan- 
ning Commission, held a performance 
hearing Wednesday, March 10, on the 
town’s fiscal 2019 Community Block 
Development Grant. In 2019, North 
Brookfield was awarded $600,000. 
Board of Selectmen Chairman Dale 
Kiley opened the meeting, held via 
Zoom, and turned it over to CMRPC 
Associate Planner Ian McElwee, 


Home Repair program 

McElwee said the fiscal 2019 grant 
was specifically for two projects, the 
bigger share going toward the Hous- 
ing Rehabilitation program. The HR 
program provides home repairs for 
low-to-moderate income residents that 
meet guidelines set forth by the Hous- 
ing and Urban Development Depart- 
ment. The repairs are designed to get 
homes up to code and repairs can range 
from roof, sewer, septic, lead abate- 
ment, window replacement and more. 
The goal is to maintain homeowner- 
ship in North Brookfield. The HR pro- 
gram is a 15-year forgivable loan, which 
is forgiven if homeowners remain in 
their home for the 15 years following 
repairs. If homeowners do not stay in 
the home, the loan is paid back to the 
state in depreciating amounts, 
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CMRPC holds hearing on fiscal CBDG programs 


McElwee said the budget would 
cover about 12 homes and 10 projects 
are underway. He said COVID-19 has 
made things complicated and progress 
has “been a bit slow.” They can fund 
‘one or two more. McElwee said they 
are working through Pioneer Valley 
Planning Commission. The budget for 
the HR program was $404,000. 
McElwee said their next step is to 
apply for a six-month extension to al- 
low for more time for the HR program 
to be finished. He said he will get the 
extension application to the Board of 
Selectmen by the end of the week for 
them to vote on at their next meeting. 


West Side Infrastructure Plan 

McElwee said the second project 
was the West Side Infrastructure Plan, 
which had a budget of $131,000, They 
are working with Lenard Engineer- 
ing to do a comprehensive study of 
the water, sewer, stormwater drainage, 
roadway and sidewalk in the West Side 
neighborhood in downtown North 
Brookfield. The draft plan will be avail- 
able for public comment in late March 
or early April, 


Public comments 

‘A resident asked if the $131,000 
was all going toward engineering fees. 
McElwee said the fees they are paying 
Lenard Engineering ended up being 
about $6,000 less than budgeted. He 
said that money will need to be “re- 
purposed” elsewhere as it is too small 


to go toward another project. McElwee 
said the remaining $60,000 of the grant 
is for CMRPC and PVPC for project 
management. 

The same resident said he wants to 
make sure the greatest concerns are 
addressed first, such as fixing stormwa- 
ter issues and sewer, before replacing 
sidewalks or repairing roads. He also 
asked if the $404,000 allotted to the 
HR program would be enough to cover 
the repairs of the 12 homes. McElwee 
said they have about $35,000 per unit, 
which will be in distributed various 
ways as some repairs are more costly 
than others, McElwee said he would 
like to see the $6,000 leftover from 
engineering fees be applied to the HR 
program, but that it would require a 
vote by the Board of Selectmen. 

Another resident asked through the 
chat if Union Street would be included 
in the West Side Infrastructure Plan, 
McElwee said it is included in the plan. 
One resident asked what the timeline 
of this West Side project would be. 
McElwee said the planning agencies 
are determining if the town is eligible 
to apply for the next round of CDBG 
funds. The town might be able to this 
year, if it can't apply next year. McEl- 
wee said “it’s a little frustrating of a 
timeline,” but they are looking to get 
things “squared away as soon as pos- 
sible.” He said it is also possible they 
can investigate non-CDBG infrastruc- 
ture programs to help get this project 
underway. 
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A resident asked how utilities would 
play into this project, would town de- 
partments, such as highway, sewer and 
water, make improvements or repairs if 
issues come up. McElwee said there are 
working with departments and coordi- 
nating accordingly 

The resident said there are sewer 
lines that are blocked by tree roots, 
would they have to wait five years for 
the project to take care of this, McEI- 
wee said Lenard Engineering identified 
issues that needed to be addressed in a 
more immediate fashion, 

The resident also said they were con- 
cerned about utility poles that obstruct 
sidewalks and prevent wheelchair ac- 
cess along North Main Street. McEl- 
wee said to his knowledge, the project 
did not look at North Main Street. The 
resident said he understands it is not 
included, but he just wanted to make 
sure departments did not “look the 
other way” in hopes that a big project 
would come through and fix all the is- 
sues. 

McElwee said there will be oppor- 
tunities for various departments to 
complete projects on their own and the 
planning agencies will stay in contact 
with various department heads, 

He said the next hearing would be 
in-person unless something changes 
with the pandemic. A resident asked 
Administrative Assistant Ashley Barre 
if they could also have it via Zoom. 
Barre said she did not think that would 
be a problem.

each town in the district a certain mini- 
mum local amount, based on a formula 
created by the state, as well as a request 
for a contribution from both communi- 
ties, which is over the minimum amount. 

Warren’s assessment is expected to 
be $3,809,816, an increase of $134,078 
over this year, and West Brookfield’s as- 
sessment is expected to be $3,903,420, a 
difference of $178,675, over this year. 

The assessments also include above 
the minimum contribution amounts of 
$543,159 for Warren and $374,139 for 
West Brookfield, which are $30,941 and 
$48,070, respectively, more than last 
year. 

The assessments also include trans- 
portation costs, which will go up this 
year. Warren's share of busing for next 
year is $596,115, up $30,086 over this 
year, and West Brookfield’s share is 
$410,617, an increase of $43,850, 

West Brookfield owes no money for 
capital outlays to the West Brookfield 
Elementary School, and the Warren 
Community Elementary School has a 
payment of $149,048 next year, com- 
pared to $171,395 for this year, which 
covers a number improvements such as 
anew roof. 

‘Now that it has been voted on, the 
budget cannot be raised, but cuts can be 
made. 








Budget concerns 

School Committee member Greg 
Morse said he was concerned about 
the budget. “My biggest concern is the 
financial situation in West Brookfield,” 
he said, He said West Brookfield was be- 
ing asked to provide 15% more above its 
minimum than last year. 

Morse also raised his concerns about 
relying on one-time money to fund the 
yearly budget, and suggested the com- 
mittee make cuts to the budget. 

The one-time funds include the con- 
tinuation of pandemic grant money, 
also know as ESSER II, which will be 
$740,475 next year, the intent to prepay 
toward next year’s special eduction bud- 
get with this year's funds and a future 
$100,000 “insurance holiday” by the dis- 
trict’s health insurance provider. 

“My concern is that there’s a lot of 
one-time funds, almost $1 million,” 
he said. By using those funds he said 
he was worried the district was setting 
itself up for future problems, and sug- 
gested the committee reduce the budget. 
“T think if we bring this budget to the 
town (West Brookfield), I think it will be 
DOA,” he said. 

School Committee member Matthew 
Peloquin said he had similar concerns 
about using one-time money, but af- 
ter discussing with school officials how 
some programs might begin paying for 
themselves, he was more comfortable 


using it. 

Quaboag School Committee's Bud- 
get Subcommittee Chairman Jason 
‘Morgan urged School Committee mem- 
bers to reach out to him with ideas 
about potential budget cuts and said the 





subcommittee would be revisiting the 
budget. 
The Budget Subcommittee also 


trimmed about $1 million from the dis- 
trict before it was presented to the full 
School Committee on March 8, said 
‘Morgan during the March 8 meeting. 

School priorities 

Among the priorities for the district 
for fiscal 2022 are an in-district autism 
program for elementary students at 
West Brookfield Elementary School 
at $130,000, and an in-district emo- 
tional behavioral disorder program, at 
$115,000 at Warren Community Ele- 
mentary School. There have been ris- 
ing numbers of students on the autism 
spectrum and who have emotional be- 
havioral disorders in the elementary 
schools, and these programs will help 
slow the out-of-district placement costs 
of such students and allow them to at- 
tend school locally. 

‘Also in the budget is $24,000 to ex- 
pand the certified nursing assistant pro- 
gram and officials would like to continue 
the firefighting academy along with oth- 
er priorities such as the early education 
program, school security, high school 





math, special education staffing, math 
and English tutors, athletics and band, 
chorus and maintaining the music pro- 
gram. The budget also includes $15,000 
for middle school sports for next year, 
which was not funded this year. 

With the movement of the preschool 
programs from the elementary schools 
to the high school, itis hoped a partner- 
ship with a college or university can be 
developed to offer high school students 
early education experience. The costs 
for the preschool, about $225,000, have 
been moved to the high school's budget.

been known to several generations of North Brook- 
field children and their parents, has held countless 
story times, listened to the stories children shared with 
her, helped find them books and provided Lego activ- 
ities as well. 

Thistle said she knows children and parents will 
miss her, as they have for the last year under COVID-19 
restrictions, as will her colleagues. 

‘She's such a cheerful, positive person,” Thistle 
said. “She's always warm and happy, and that’s why 
the children love her. I’m really going to miss that 
warmth; she is always so full of good cheer.” 

‘And a welcoming way certainly doesn't hurt. “Chil- 
dren, everyone, are always made to feel welcome,” she 
said. “She always listens as children talk to her about 
and tell her their stories, as they go on and on. She 
is always listening very carefully to them. They know 
that she cares about them.” 

The former library director, Anne Kidd, said 
MacKenzie is wonderful with children, welcoming 
them to the library and activities. “She was very good 
at remembering all the children’s names, and their fam- 
ilies, and she sees a fair amount of children,” she said. 
“Whenever children would come to the library, they 
would always say, “where’s Miss Rosemary?” She is be- 
loved by the children.” 

Kidd said MacKenzie ran story hours as well as the 
summer reading programs and took part in reading 
days at North Brookfield Elementary School. She also 
had plenty of craft activities available for the children, 
she said, 

Another former colleague, librarian Helen Foyle, 
said MacKenzie deserves to retire after 33 years. “She 
is always so calm and collected,” she said. “She held 
story time every Tuesday, and I loved watching her read 
to them,” One of Foyle’s favorites was “We're Going 
ona Bear Hunt,” during which MacKenzie would act 
ut all the noises, such as the bear’s feet going squish, 
squash, she said, Foyle said she and the children would 
be laughing at the noises being made as the story came 
alive. 
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“She also had something going on for every holi- 
day,” she said, remembering one year when she loaned 
MacKenzie a recording of Irish jigs, which the Chil- 
dren’s Librarian then taught to the children, 

Foyle remembered first meeting her in the library 
when Foyle was a Library Board of Trustee member. 

Foyle said she was nine months pregnant and hav- 
ing trouble inventorying books on very low shelves. 
“T put out an SOS for people to help me and she just 
showed up, sat down on the floor and helped me get it 
done,” she said. 

‘Anne Kidd and Helen Foyle worked with MacKen- 
zie for decades, and enjoyed their time with her. “It’s 
the end of an era,” Kidd said. “We were like a family, 
said Foyle, 

Thistle interviewed MacKenzie for the library's 
newsletter to share MacKenzie’s memories of how she 
came to be at the library. 

“My family moved to North Brookfield in 1986 af- 
ter buying a four-unit rental building close to the cen- 
ter of town,” said MacKenzie, “We were unfamiliar 
with the town but had heard only good things about 
it, and we were not disappointed in that regard. School 
was out for the summer, and I was looking for things 
to do with my three daughters, 9-year-old twins and a 
7-year-old. The first thing I thought of doing was to 
find the town library and get them their library cards, 

“The library wasn’t hard to find, being right there 
on Main Street, and my girls and I were greeted with 
a smile and a “Welcome to town!” from Jean Miller, 
the librarian. Going to the library became our favor- 
ite thing to do, and after a while Jean asked me if I 
would like to do some clerical jobs around the library. 
{11988} she offered me the position of Children’s Li- 
brarian, and the rest is histo 

Kidd also pointed to the addition made to the li- 
brary and renovation of some of the older space, 
which led to a year when the library operated out of a 
very small space. The collection had to be moved out 
of the building and then back in. “We did it all togeth- 
er,” she said of herself, MacKenzie and Foyle as well 
as volunteers. 

So whether parents and children remember the old 
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downstairs space or the newer Children's Room up- 
stairs, all are welcome to show MacKenzie their appre- 
ciation on March 27. People are welcome to come to 
the library on the Thursday before that, March 25, to 
make posters and other decorations for their vehicles 
with materials on hand, Thistle said. 

What might “Miss Rosemary’ do in retirement? 
Thistle said MacKenzie has always loved to travel, and 
one of her retirement dreams is to take her grandsons 
to Europe. Another retirement goal is just to spend 
more time with people in town. 

“And, of course, we hope that she will continue to 
come to the library to read to kids,” said Thistle,

“Our Westfield State Owls— 
the 2020 Smith Cup recipients— 
will be a force as safe and compet- 
itive intercollegiate play resumes 
for our teams.” 

The Owls plan to hold intercol- 
legiate competition in men’s and 
women’s track and field, women’s 
lacrosse, baseball, softball and 
men’s golf this spring. 

“We are tremendously excited 
that our student-athletes will have 
the chance to return to the field of 
play,” said Westfield State Athlet- 
ies director Dick Lenfest. 

The pandemic cut seasons 
short exactly one year ago today, 
when the NCAA announced it 
was cancelling championships 


competition for 2020 due to the 
COVID-19 coronavirus pandem- 
ic. 

“It's been a long year,” said 
Lenfest, who has also been tasked 
with managing the school’s coro- 
navirus testing for the past nine 
months.

The spring sport schedules 
have been altered in conjunction 
with the presidents’ announce- 
ment, Updated schedules for the 
Owls’ spring sports teams will be 
posted shortly on WestfieldState- 
Owlscom. If weather or pandem- 
ic conditions force changes as the 
seasons progress, the online sched- 
ules are the first place to be updat- 
ed accordingly. 

Westfield’s traditional fall and 
winter sports teams will contin- 
ue to have practice opportunities 
throughout the remainder of the 
spring semester, with plans to re- 
turn to full completion in fall of 
2021 pending public health con- 
ditions.

grounds Park, which is also in South Hadley. Booster 
Field is not available for the league, Castonguay said. 
Three games are typically played each Sunday. Each 
team plays their five opponents three times each. Every 
team makes the playoffs with a football-style format 
where the lower four seeds play in the first week of the 
playoffs and the winners meeting the top two seeds in 
the semifinals, 

Castonguay explained while the gameplay itself will 
be largely the same, a number of “habits” will need to 
be changed in order for the league to safely be played. 

First, like many sports, masks are required to be 
worn while involved in the game or on the benches. 
Benches will need to be spread out in order to allow 
for social distancing. Mask breaks can take place up 
the foul lines with proper distance from all players, 
Castonguay said. 

Last summer, umpires who did high school and adult 
baseball in other leagues called balls and strikes from 
behind the pitcher's mound. Castonguay said umpires 
voted recently to have an umpire back behind the plate. 

Other habits being curtailed for the start of the sea- 
son are the acts of spitting, spitting pumpkin or sun- 
flower seeds, and the removal of all garbage from play- 
ing fields. 

Fields are not providing garbage cans,” said 
Castonguay. “So whatever we bring in, we have to take 
with us.” 

The league may issues trash bags to teams so trash 
can be bagged and taken away by the players after 
games, 

The modifications will be in place for the start of the 
season, but could change as the season goes on depend- 
ing on the pace of vaccinations and when the governor 
lifts various restrictions.

times before Gov. Charlie Baker closed down schools 
in late April for the remainder of the school year. The 
closure effectively cancelled the sport season as it was 
deemed not safe to play. 

The MIAA thus far has gone with a four-season for- 
mat, including a bubble or “wedge” season to fit sports 
in that were not played in the first two seasons, Known 
as Fall 2, a variety of sports are being played right now, 
though football is the primary sport being played over 
the next several weeks. But Belchertown and Monson 
are also playing basketball. South Hadley and South- 
wick are among teams playing girls volleyball. Indoor 
track is also being played. However, there will be no 
tournaments played during the Fall 2 season, which is 
set to conclude at the end of April. 

The spring season, which usually begins in mid- 
March and ends in mid-June, will go from the begin- 
ning of May with a cut-off of July 3 to finish the season. 

In order to limit travel, the MIAA did not want to 
have the state tournament, and have decided sectional 
tournaments can take place. As of now, the tournament 
is set to take place at home fields of higher seeds, with 
no neutral sites being used, However, with the vaccina- 
tion effort accelerating, restrictions could lift as the next 
two months progress, allowing high school sports a bit 
more freedom. 

Spring sports to be played include baseball, softball, 
boys lacrosse, girls lacrosse, boys tennis, girls tennis, 
boys track, girls track, and boys volleyball. Wrestling is 
also scheduled to take place this spring. 

One other caveat to the spring modifications is that 
teams eliminated from postseason play, can play games 
against other non-qualifiers through the end of the 
spring season.

er pieces were acquired by the Worces- 
ter Art Museum, 

Heidemann mother worked at OSV, 
and he started there as a volunteer in 
the junior intern program in 2000. 
He went on to join the Village’s inter- 
pretation part time team working in 
the Blacksmith Shop and other trade 
shops. After receiving a bachelors of 
arts degree in history in 2009, and a 
master's of arts in history, with a focus 
in public history in 2010 from Clark 
University, he joined the Village's full- 
time interpretation team.

Heidemann said he doesn't have
